Relating  to  the  fees  of  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  Ceneral  Assembly  met , and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same , That  wherever  it  is  made  bj 
law  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh 
to  collect  taxes  for  any  corporation,  other  than  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh,  he  shall  be  allowed  one  per  centum  of  any 
and  all  moneys  collected  for  and  paid  over  to  the  treas- 
urer of  any  such  corporation,  in  pursuance  of  any  law 
heretofore  or  hereafter  passed;  said  allowance  of  one 
per  centum  to  be  the  compensation  for  the  trouble  and 
expense  of  collecting  the  taxes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  bond  required  to  be  given  by  the 
said  treasurer  to  the  Central  School  Board  of  said  city, 
by  the  twentieth  section  of  an  act  consolidating  the 
wards  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  for  educational  purposes, 
approved  February  twelfth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-nine,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  General  Assembly  met , and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same , That  the  State  Treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  re-pay  to  Samuel 
Allendar,  late  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  the 
amount  he  has  overpaid  the  State,  as  shown  by  his 
account  in  the  Auditor  General’s  Office:  Provided , That 
said  re-payment  shall  be  made  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Auditor  General,  in  the  nature  of  a refunding  order.

lot  upon  which  it  abuts,  so  as  to  give  a front  upon  the 

new  street;  and  all  assessments  of  damages  and  benefits 

shall  be  made  with  a view  to  the  accession  of  property 

as  above  provided  for;  all  parts  of  streets  heretofore  Parts  of  streets

amount  to  be  paid  therefor,  and  the  accession  of  prop- 
erty thereby,  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  in  esti- 
mating the  damages  and  benefits  by  opening  said  street; 
if  the  parties  do  not  agree  to  the  transfer,  and  the  prop- 
erty so  intervening  between  the  new  street  and  any  lot 
shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  viewers,  be  insufficient  for 
building  purposes,  it  shall  be  taken  and  used  as  part  of 
said  street,  and  the  damages  and  benefits  shall  be  assess- 
ed accordingly. 


Sec.  3.  In  case  any  of  the  parties  owning  the  inter- viewers  may  pe- 
vening  property  or  the  lot  upon  which  the  same  abuts  agreements  can- 
shall  be  incapable  of  contracting,  the  viewers  aforesaid not  be  effected- 
may  file  a petition  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of 
Allegheny  county,  setting  forth  the  facts ; and  said 
court  may,  after  such  notice  to  the  parties  interested  or  Courts  may  fix 
their  representatives,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  fix  the  grms  of  trans-

law  to  mercantile  appraisers.

To  authorize  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose 
of  retiring  matured  and  maturing  indebtedness  of  said  city,  and 
to  purchase  and  improve  grounds  for  a public  park. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  G-eneral  Assembly  met , and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
Bonds  for  retir-  by  the  authority  of  the  same , That  Councils  of  the  city 
oI^ci^^ut^ori-s  of  Pittsburgh  shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and 
zed  to  be  issued.  emp0wered  to  cause  to  be  issued  bonds,  in  the  name  of 
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the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  bearing  interest  at  a rate  not 
exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  to  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  redeeming  and  retiring  outstanding  bonds 
of  said  city  now  due,  or  which  may  hereafter  become 
due,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  All  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  fore-  &c'> of 
going  authority  shall  be  in  such  form  and  amounts,  and 
payable  at  su/jh  times  and  places  as  Councils  may  by 
ordinance  direct:  Provided , That  they  shall  each  be 

signed  by  the  mayor,  and  countersigned  by  the  control- 
ler, and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  bonds  shall  have  been  executed  Sale> &c,ofbonds 
in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  authority,  the  same  shall 
be  sold  in  such  manner  as  Councils  may  direct,  and 
the  moneys  received  therefor  shall  be  appropriated  to 
the  redemption  of  overdue  bonds  of  said  city,  or  the 
bonds  so  issued  may  be  exchanged  for  other  bonds  of 
said  city  then  overdue : Provided , That  no  bond  shall 

be  sold  or  exchanged  for  less  than  its  par  value. 

Sec.  4.  The  Councils  of  said  city  of  Pittsburgh  shall 
be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause for  public  Park;> 
to  be  issued  bonds,  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  fssuednze  t0 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  million  of  dollars,  bear- 
ing interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and 
improving  grounds  for  a public  park,  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

Sec.  5.  All  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  fore  &c*’ of 
going  section  shall  be  in  such  form  and  amounts,  and 
payable  at  such  times  and  places  as  Councils  may  by 
ordinance  direct : Provided , That  they  shall  each  be 

signed  by  the  mayor,  countersigned  by  the  controller, 
and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal  of  said  city. 

Sec.  6.  When  any  bonds  shall  have  been  executed  ^aJ^g&c-» 0f 
in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  authority,  they  may  be 
sold  in  such  manner  as  Councils  may  direct,  and  the 
moneys  received  therefor  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
payment  of  the  purchase  money  of  grounds  bought  for 
the  purpose  of  a public  park,  and  not  otherwise : Pro- 

vided',  That  no  bond  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  par  : 

And  provided  further , That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  said  city  of  Pittsburgh 
from  contracting  for  the  purchase  of  grounds,  payable 
in  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  hereof.

Sec.  7.  The  said  city  of  Pittsburgh  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  whenever  Councils 
may  so  direct,  to  purchase  ground,  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  acres,  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  a public 
park,  and  to  pass,  ordain,  and  enact  rules,  regulations, 
and  ordinances  necessary  and  proper  for  the  purchase, 
improvement,  preservation,  regulation,  management  and 
control  of  the  same,  and  enforce  the  same  by  proper 
penalties ; Provided , That  no  contract  for  the  purchase 
of  grounds  shall  be  made  and  entered  into,  nor  shall 
any  bonds  be  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  con- 
ferred by  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  until  the  question 
shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  citizens  of  said  city  for 
their  approval  at  a special  election,  to  be  held  at  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  Councils  may  direct ; at 
which  election  ballots  shall  be  voted,  marked  upon  the 
outside  “park,”  and  upon  the  inside  “for  park”  or 
“against  park;”  which  election  shall  be  held  by  the 
officers  authorized  to  hold  general  elections  in  said  city, 
returns  of  which  shall  be  made  to  Councils ; and  if  a 
majority  of  the  vote  be  in  favor  of  a park,  Councils  shall 
have  the  right  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred  by  the 
sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth 
sections  of  this  act ; if  the  majority  of  the  votes  be 
against  a park,  no  further  action  shall  be  taken  under 
the  said  sections. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  any  grounds  shall  have  been  pur- 
chased in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  said  city  may  desire 
to  procure  other  grounds  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
said  city,  contiguous  thereto,  for  the  purposes  of  said 
park,  and  are  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  thereof  for 
the  sale  of  the  same,  or  by  reason  of  the  absence  of 
legal  incapacity  of  such  owner  or  owners  no  such  agree- 
ment can  be  made,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
District  Court  of  Allegheny  county,  upon  application 
thereto,  made  by  petition,  on  behalf  of  said  city,  to  ap- 
point three  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  county, 
neither  of  whom  shall  be  residents  or  owners  of  property 
in  said  city,  and  appoint  a time,  not  less  than  ten,  nor 
more  than  twenty  days  thereafter,  when  they  shall  meet 
upon  the  premises,  and  having  been  first  duly  sworn  or 
affirmed  to  faithfully  discharge  their  duties,  appraise  and 
value  the  grounds  proposed  to  be  taken ; of  which  meet- 
ing notice  shall  be  given  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
time  appointed  to  the  attorney  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh

and  to  the  owner  or  owners  : or  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  legal  incapacity  of  the  owner  or  owners,  to  the  agent, 
guardian,  committee,  or  other  representative  of  such 
owner,  if  such  agent  or  other  representative  resides  in 
the  county  of  Allegheny,  and  if  not,  by  publication  in 
at  least  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh,  and  in  such  other  papers  as  said  court  may 
direct. 

Sec.  9.  Said  viewers  having  viewed  the  premises,  mate^aiueof^ 
shall  estimate  and  appraise  the  value  of  the  property  so  property  and 
to  be  taken,  at  its  tair  cash  value,  and  within  ten  days  court, 
after  the  said  meeting  report  the  same  to  said  court, 
which  report  shall  be  filed,  and  if  no  exceptions  thereto 
be  filed  within  ten  days  thereafter,  the  same  shall  become 
absolute  and  binding  upon  all  parties;  but  if  exceptions  Exceptions  to  re- 
shall be  filed  by  either  party  wfithin  the  time  aforesaid,  port‘ 
the  said  court  may  make  such  order  for  disposing  of  the 
same  as  may  seem  proper,  and  if  deemed  necessary,  may 
direct  an  issue,  in  such  form  as  may  be  directed  by  said 
court,  and  try  the  same  before  said  court  and  jury,  and 
after  final  judgment  either  party  may  have  a writ  of 
error  from  the  Supreme  Court,  as  in  other  cases.

praised shall  become  vested  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  for 
a public  park,  and  for  no  other  purposes. 

Sec.  12.  When  grounds  shall  have  been  purchased  ^^“oTgrouiids 

in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  authority,  it  shall  and  may  not  wanted, 
be  lawful  for  the  said  city  of  Pittsburgh  to  sell,  at  public 
sale,  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder,  any  part  thereof 
which  may  not  be  required  for  park  purposes,  in  such 
manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  Councils  may  direct, 
and  the  money  received  therefor  shall  be  appropriated 
to  the  redemption  of  bonds  issued  for  the  purchase  of 
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grounds  as  aforesaid,  or  for  the  improvement  and  main- 
proviso.  tenance  of  said  park:  Provided , That  nothing  in  this 

act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  sale  of 
■the  ground,  or  of  any  portion  thereof  taken  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  eight,  nine,  ten,  and  eleven  of  this 
act. 

All  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act 
tfomtaxation,&e.ghaii  exempt  from  State,  county,  and  local  taxation, 
and  shall  be  a legal  investment  for  all  moneys  held  by 
any  person  or  corporation  in  a fiduciary  capacity.

lay and  unnecessary  trouble  to  convey  the  parties  con- 
fined therein  to  the  central  office,  and  it  is  deemed  desira- 
ble to  provide  for  the  speedy  disposal  of  all  cases  of 
parties  confined  in  said  station  houses  ; now  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylva- 
nia in  G-eneral  Assembly  met , and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same , That  the  mayor  of  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh  shall  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  desig- 
nate in  writing  a suitable  alderman  of  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burgh to  attend  at  each  police  station-house  now  estab- 
lished or  which  may  hereafter  be  established  by  authority 
of  the  councils  of  said  city,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
hear  and  dispose  of  all  cases  of  parties  who  may  be  ar- 
rested and  confined  therein  ; and  said  alderman,  when 
so  deputized,  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and!

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  Gf-eneral  Assembly  met . and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  said  ordinances  so  adopt- 
ed shall,  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  become  effective 
and  valid  as  ordinances  of  said  city ; and  all  ordinances- 
or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  therewith  or  thereby 
supplied  shall  be  repealed ; and  any  law  requiring  ordi- 
nances of  said  city  to  be  published  or  recorded  shall  not 
be  held  to  apply  to  the  code  so  adopted  : Provided , 
That  a copy  of  the  code  when  printed  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  aforesaid.

For  each  and  every  time  any  boat,  barge  or  other  ves- 
sel exceeding  five  tons  shall  land  at  the  wharf  for  the 
purpose  of  loading  or  unloading,  and  not  remaining  at 
the  same*  landing  more  than  72  hours,  exclusive  of  Sun- 
day, shall  pay  ten  cents  per  ton  for  each  ton  measure- 
ment. And  for  each  succeeding  24  hours  one  cent  per 
ton  additional. 

That  all  boats  which  run  regularly  in  any  trade,  and 
which  arrive  and  depart  once  a week,  or  oftener,  shall 
pay  only  half  rates. 

And  for  all  coal  tugs  or  tow  boats  six  cents  per  ton. 

Transient  barges,  $12.50  per  trip — 4 days. 

Canal  boats,  $4.00  per  trip — 4 days. 

Sand,  brick,  or  coal  flats  $2,50  per  trip — 4 days. 

Small  harbor  boats,  $25.00  per  year. 

Each  vessel  lying  at  the  wharf,  not  for  the  purpose 
of  loading  or  unloading,  shall  pay,  for  each  steamer, 
barge,  or  keel  boat,  six  cents  per  ton  per  month.

— In  accordance  with  the  law,  I herewith  present  you 
a statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  last  year,  with 
the  Reports  of  the  City  Officials,  so  far  as  I have  been  able  to  obtain 
them,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  fiscal 
year,  ending  January  81st,  1870. 

Condition  oe  the  Treasury. 

You  will  see  that  the  amount  accounted  for  by  the  Treasurer, 
including  the  balance  on  hand  February  1,  1869,  is  $1,286,565.84, 
and  the  disbursements  for  the  year  were  $1,018,972.82,  including 
the  transfers  to  the  different  Sinking  Funds,  leaving  a balance  in 
the  Treasury  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1870,  of  $267,598.52 


To  which  add  balance  in  Sinking  Funds,  141,615.28 

And  Water  Loan  Bonds  at  interest.  .........  48,000  00 

Making  a total  of  available  balances  of. $452,208.80 


City  Officials. 

I would  here  state,  that  some  of  the  Officials  having  charge  of 
the  collection  of  the  revenues  of  the  City,  have  been  unable  to 
make  their  January  collections  in  time  to  have  them  incorporated 
in  this  report,  but  who  have  since  made  their  returns,  as  will  appear 
in  their  respective  reports. 

Increased  Receipts. 

J.  H.  Nobbs,  City  Gauger,  increase  over  1868,  $4,139.88, 
Samuel  Kilgore,  Superintendent  of  Markets,  $2,161.10,  David

Municipal  Debt. 

I would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the 
municipal  funded  debt,  from  an  examination  of  which  you  will 
observe  there  are  of  overdue  bonds,  and  bonds  maturing  during  the 
present  year,  the  sum  of  $161,000,  to  meet  which  there  is  in  the 
Municipal  Sinking  Fund  $138,196.76,  in  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the 
Old  City  of  Pittsburgh  separate  indebtedness,  $5,677.92,  and 
Funded  Debt  Bonds  yet  to  be  disposed  of,  $19,000,  making 
-$157,884.69,  leaving  but  $3,115.32  to  be  provided  for,  supposing 
the  bonds  all  to  come  in. 

During  the  year  1871,  there  will  become  due,  bonds  amounting 
to  the  sum  of  $122,000,  to  which  fact  I would  respectfully  call  the 
attention  of  Councils,  so  that  such  timely  action  may  be  had  as  will 
secure  the  easy  liquidation  of  those  bonds,  and  will  relieve,  as  much 
as  possible,  the  City  from  further  loans  or  the  embarrassment  of 
increased  taxation.  After  the  year  1871  there  will  be  no  more 
bonds  mature  until  1886,  and  then  but  $64,000. 

Compromise  Sinking  Fund. 

Number  of  Bonds  of  $1000  each  in  possession  of  Sinking  Fund 
Commissioners  appointed  by  Act  of  Assembly,  151,  $151,000, 
^balance  of  cash  in  possession  of  commissioners,  $340.00,  making 
total  in  Sinking  Fund,  $151,340.00. 

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  city  is  equal  to  that  of  the  most  prosperous  cities  in 
the  country.  For  the  amount  of  bonds  issued  and  retired,  and  all 
• other  matters  connected  with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  city,  I 
(refer  you  to  the  report,  in  which  tabular  statements  will  be  found 
.in  detail  under  their  appropriate  heads.

REPORT  OF  STREET  COMMITTEE. 

For  the  Tear  ending  December  3tst,  1860. 

To  the  Honorable , the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen. — The  close  of  the  year  brings  with  it  the  duty  of 
preparing  an  annual  report  from  your  Committee  on  Streets,  to  be 
submitted  to  your  honorable  bodies,  showing  their  operations  during 
the  year  now  closing. 

The  past  season  has  far  exceeded  any  other  in  the  history  of  our 
City  in  the  great  amount  of  public  improvements  done  through  the 
City  Engineer’s  Office,  as  the  following  statements  will  show,  viz.  :

A detailed  statement  of  the  above  amount  for  this  year  will  be 
found  accompanying  this  in  the  report  of  the  City  Engineer  to  this 
Committee. 

At  a stated  meeting  of  council  held  January  25th,  1869,  a reso- 
lution was  passed  authorizing  your  committee,  in  conjunction  with 
the  City  Engineer,  to  prepare  and  offer  to  Councils  a plan  for  a 
general  Sewerage  System  of  the  entire  City.  That  plan  is  now 
progessing,  but  owing  to  the  great  inaccuracies  in  the  grade 
profiles  on  record,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  grades  of  many  of  the 
streets  have  been  changed  from  time  to  time,  and  no  record  of  such 
changes  being  left  in  the  office,  the  work  has  necessarily  been  tedi- 
ous and  progress  slow,  often  requiring  a great  deal  of  field  work  to 
determine  such  changes,  and  as  great  accuracy  is  necessary  in  get- 
ting up  grades  for  a general  system  of  sewerage,  your  Committee 
have  thought  best  to  have  the  work  done  correctly. 

The  cleaning  of  Streets  has  become  a heavy  and  important  item 
3f  City  Expense,  we  would  recommend  inquiry  into  the  cost  and 
3racticability  of  doing  that  work  by  machinery. 
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During  the  past  year  no  Nicholson  pavement  has  been  put  down, 
owing  to  a recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  viz  : 
that  property  holders  who  had  once  been  assessed  for  paving  a 
street,  could  not  be  again  assessed  for  repaving. 

Your  Committee  would  renew  their  expression  of  confidence  in 
its  use,  believing  it  to  be  durable  and  economical  to  the  City. 

We  would  also  recommend  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  letting 
out  the  sidewalks  and  flag  stone  crossings  in  the  same  contract  with 
the  grading  and  paving  of  streets,  believing  by  that  means,  a better 
and  cheaper  job  will  be  done  and  the  public  convenience  greatly 
benefitted  thereby. 

Your  Committee  have  had  a large  number  of  crossings  put  at  the 
street  corners,  and  would  recommend  to  the  incoming  Committee  to 
continue  the  work,  until  all  our  leading  streets  are  done,  the  public 
travel,  in  our  opinion,  demanding  it.

Gentlemen  : — The  following  exhibit  of  operations  of  the 
Water  Works  covers  the  leading  items  of  interest  in  the  two  vears 
ending  January  31st,  1870. 

A full  report  of  1868  was  presented  to  the  Water  Committee 
last  year,  with  accompanying  papers.  It  was  submitted  to  Coun- 
cils, and  after  some  delay,  was  ordered  to  be  printed.  By  *vn  e 
accident,  the  City  Job  Printers  lost  the  copy,  which  they  nave 
been  unable  to  trace,  and  in  order  that  some  record  of  the  impor- 
tant proceedings  of  that  year  should  be  preserved,  they  are  includ- 
ed in  this  statement. 

An  act  of  Assembly,  approved  February  28th,  1868,  authori- 
zed Councils  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  ten  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  extending  the 
Water  Works.  Councils  directed  the  issue  of  $250,000  in  1868, 
and  by  joint  resolution,  empowered  the  Water  Committee  to  make 
extensions  of  water  pipe  throughout  the  city,  as  constituted  under 
the  act  of  consolidation,  and  to  make  such  repairs  and  improve- 
ments to  the  existings  works  as  they  might  deem  needful. 

The  committee  adopted  a programme,  embracing  needed  re- 
pairs and  additions  to  machinery,  and  water  mains  of  a permam  i t 
character,  on  the  leading  thoroughfares  in  the  newly  added'  war  • s 
nearest  the  old  city.  Much  of  the  work  was  done  in  1868,  and 
the  remainder  in  the  year  just  ended. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  summer  of  1868  it  was  brought  t 
notice  of  Councils  that  the  existing  works  had  become  so  heavily 
taxed  by  the  demands  of  a rapidly  increasing  population,  that  new 
works  must  be  at  once  located,  and  their  construction  prosecuted 
without  delay.  Councils  created  a special  committee  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  their  report,  transmitting  an  able  preliminary  report  of 
W.  Milnor  Roberts,  Esq.,  their  consulting  engineer,  was  published 
by  order  of  Councils,  near  the  end  of  the  year.  From  time  to 
time,  the  question  of  new  works  was  brought  up  in  Councils  in 
1869.  The  Water  Committee  of  that  year  made  most  careful  in- 
quiry into  the  subject,  and  no  doubt  used  every  argument  to  bring 
about  a final  decision  upon  the  subject,  now  become  one  of  very 
grave  importance  to  every  tax-payer  of  the  city. 

During  the  past  two  years,  a set  of  new  boilers  have  been 
erected  both  at  the  lower  and  upper  works;  a new  pump  has  been 
procured  at  the  lower  works ; thorough  repairs  and  some  additions

have  been  made  to  the  machinery ; a new  and  substantial  boiler- 
house  has  been  built  at  the  upper  works ; a very  heavy  and  well- 
constructed  retaining  wall  has  been  built  at  the  lower  basin,  and  a 
long  list  of  extensions  of  water  mains  of  a permanent  and  impor- 
tant character  have  been  added,  largely  increasing  the  daily  duty 
of  the  machinery.  It  is  my  duty  to  warn  you,  and  through  you 
the  Councils  of  the  city,  that,  in  order  to  secure  without  interrup- 
tion a supply  of  water,  hitherto  so  lavishly  and  unrestrictedly  fur- 
nished, some  new  and  larger  mode  of  supply  is  absolutely  and  im- 
peratively necessary.  I fear  that  this  year  the  supply  will  be  sadly 
deficient  if  an  engine  and  pump  be  not  placed  at  the  upper  end  of 
the  Seventeenth  ward,  to  pump  direct  from  the  river  into  the  twen- 
ty inch  supply  main.  This  would,  for  a brief  time,  materially  aid 
the  supply,  but  the  reports  of  running  time  show  that  nearly  all 
the  hours  in  the  year  are  needed,  even  now,  to  furnish  a sufficient 
quantity  of  water  ; and  if  the  enormous  quantity  of  coal  daily 
consumed  is  considered,  will  it  not  be  much  the  wisest  policy  to 
endeavor  t«  secure  a cheap  and  permanent  supply  without  fur- 
ther delay. 

The  i avenue  has  not  been  materially  increased,  nor  can  it  be 
until  the  sections  of  the  city  most  rapidly  improving  are  reached, 

■ d therefore  the  interest  on  issues  of  water  extension  bonds  al- 
ready made,  amounting  to  $418,000,  will  have  to  be  met  from  rev- 
enue realized  nearly  altogether  from  the  old  city ; while,  if  new 
works  .are  erected,  it  will  be  practicable  to  supply  an  immense 
number  of  dwellings,  always  the  most  profitable  source  of  revenue 
to  the  works,  and  convert  into  a good  paying  investment  all  the 
extensions  so  far  made,  which  otherwise  will  diminish  instead  of 
adding  to  the  surplus  hitherto  realized  from  the  works. 

The  demands  upon  the  lower  works  are  so  great  that  repairs  to 
machinery  cannot  now  be  made,  so,  that  with  wear  and  tear,  it  will, 
before  long,  require  most  thorough  overhauling.  The  Water 
Committee  have  contracted  for  a new  engine  and  pump  for  the 
upper  works.  A new  house  for  the  same  will  have  to  be  erected 
this  spring,  and  some  important  changes  in  pipes  and  attachments 
made.  When  the  new  engine  is  successfully  in  operation,  the 
upper  works  will  be  relieved,  and  the  old  machinery  in  that  house 
can  be  repaired. 

In  1868,  at  the  lower  works,  the  Hercules  engine  ran  21  hours 
per  day,  and  the  Sampson  engine  ran  12§  hours  per  day.  Aver- 
age consumption  of  coal,  887  bushels  per  day.  Average  daily 
supply  of  water,  1,107,222  cubic  feet.  These  calculations  are 
made  for  318  running  days. 

In  1869,  at  the  lower  works,  the  Hercules  engine  ran  20f  hours 
per  day,  and  the  Sampson  engine  14  hours  per  day.  Average  con- 
sumption of  coal,  860  bushels  per  day.  Average  daily  supply  of 
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water,  1,165,021  cubic  feet.  These  calculations  are  made  for  365 
running  days,  or  in  other  words,  it  has  become  necessary  to  keep 
up  steam  nearly  night  and  day. 

In  1868,  at  the  upper  works,  the  running  time  was  16J  hours 
per  day.  Coal  consumed,  183  bushels  per  day.  Average  daily 
supply  of  water,  202,969  cubic  feet.  Total- running  time,  313  days. 

In  1869,  at  the  upper  works,  the  running  time  was  22}  hours 
per  day.  Coal  consumed,  253f  bushels  per  day.  Average  daily 
supply  of  water,  278,140  cubic  feet.  Total  running  time,  313  days.

The  increase  in  the  assessments  for  the  year  1869,  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars  and  forty-two  cents  over 
the  previous  year,  is  not  in  proportion  to  the  extensions  made,  for 
the  reason  that  a number  of  large  consumers  felt  aggrieved  by  the 
assessments,  and  made  arrangements  to  procure  a supply  from 
wells  and  pumping  from  the  river,  and  a portion  of  the  pipes  laid 
will  not  produce  a revenue  in  proportion  to  the  outlay  until  the 
pumping  facilities  are  increased. 

The  cost  of  the  Water  Works  for  permanent  extensions  from  the 
16th  day  of  February,  1824,  the  time  the  first  ordinance  was 
passed  providing  for  the  raising  of  a sum  of  money,  on  loan,  for 
supplying  the  City  of  Pittsburgh  with  water,  till  the  1st  day  of 
February,  1870,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  one  million  one  hundred 
and  twelve  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-seven  dollars  and 
ninety-four  cents.

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REPORT  OF  SURVEY  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen — At  the  last  meeting  of  these  Councils,  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  your  Survey  Committee  to  make  report  of  their  proced- 
ings  and  of  the  work  done  under  their  direction  during  the  year 
now  closing.  The  importance  of  the  work  done  demands  a some- 
what detailed  statement,  and  we  regret  at  this  time  a fuller  and 
more  detailed  history  of  it  cannot  be  given  for  permanent  record. 

The  Committee,  immediately  upon  its  organization  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  impressed  with  the  responsibility  of  their  duties 
and  the  great  value  of  the  proper  laying  out  of  the  streets  in  the 
new  city  districts,  proceeded  to  devise  and  project  a general  plan 
of  operation.  In  this  they  were  happily  aided  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Ken- 
nedy, the  able  and  experienced  engineer,  who  w~as  chosen  to  direct 
and  superintend  the  wTork,  and  the  occasional  counsel  and  advice  of 
Henry  Moore,  Esq.,  City  Engineer.  One  of  the  most  important 
decisions  arrived  at,  and  which  has  been  carried  out  by  our  Com- 
mittee in  every  instance  where  possible,  was  that  the  future  of  our 
city  required  that  all  public  thoroughfares  should  be  wide  and 
straight.  In  carrying  out  this  rule,  if  continued  by  our  successors, 
the  many  difficulties,  costs  and  inconveniences  now  and  heretofore 
experienced  within  the  old  city  limits  will  be  avoided. 

Your  Committee  also  decided  that  the  work  of  laying  out  the 
streets  of  the  new  city  should  be  done  as  speedily  as  possible,  con- 
sistently with  a due  regard  for  the  perfection  of  the  work,  so  that 
the  growth  of  the  municipality  might  be  aided  and  building  im- 
provements encouraged. 

Acting  under  these  opinions,  early  in  the  year  suitable  persons 
were  employed  at  moderate  salaries,  and  three  distinct  corps  were 
organized,  with  a competent  head  over  each.  As  soon  as  the  weath- 
er permitted,  these  were  put  to  work  under  the  superintendence  of 
Mr.  Kennedy  and  all  were  kept  constantly  employed  until  July  1, 
when  one  corps  was  dismissed,  it  being  found  that  from  that  time 
only  two  could  be  worked  satisfactorily.  These  two  corps  continu- 
ed until  the  winter  set  in  and  prevented  outside  operations,  and 
since  a force  has  been  employed  in  the  office  to  make  up  the  plans 
and  profiles  of  the  work  done  during  the  summer. 

Your  Committee,  appreciating  the  value  of  the  work  devolving 
on  them,  frequently,  as  a whole  or  by  sub  committees,  visited  differ- 
ent portions  of  the  new  city  territory,  to  examine  and  decide  as  to 
matters  of  importance,  and  to  reconcile  amicably,  so  far  as  possible, 
differences  in  the  views  of  the  citizens  interested.  While  anxious 
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at  all  times  to  satisfy  and  accommodate  land  owners,  your  Commit- 
tee have  kept  steadily  in  view  the  interests  and  wTants  of  a great 
and  growing  city. 

In  laying  out  new  streets  in  districts  where,  as  has  been  fre- 
quently found  along  main  avenues,  the  property  is  divided  into 
small  parcels,  it  was  of  course  to  be  expected  that  in  some  instan- 
ces serious  injury  would  be  done  to  individuals.  We  are  happy  to 
state,  however,  that  such  instances  are  rare,  and  we  have  the  satis- 
faction of  believing  that  the  vast  work  of  the  year  is  very  generally 
approved  by  those  immediately  interested.  Where  serious  injury 
does  occur,  the  viewers  to  be  appointed  to  assess  damages  and  ben- 
efits when  the  streets  are  opened,  will  have  it  in  their  power  to 
afford  relief  by  an  equitable  assessment. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  a large  majority  of  the  streets  laid  out 
are  as  yet  without  names,  it  is  impossible  to  furnish  a complete 
statement  concerning  them ; we,  however,  append  names  and  facts 
in  reference  to  some  of  the  more  important  thoroughfares.  All  the 
streets  that  have  been  located,  and  approved  by  your  honorable 
bodies,  are  designated  by  permanent  stone  landmarks  and  accurate 
plans  are  now  being  made  for  record.  We  would  respectfully 
suggest  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  give  names  to  such  streets 
as  have  not  been  designated,  and  that  some  of  the  prominent  names 
recently  discarded,  such  as  St.  Clair,  Hancock,  Wayne,  Harrison, 
&c.,  be  adopted. 

The  first  operation  of  the  Survey  Corps  was  the  location  and 
designation  of  the  new  eastern  city  line  extending  from  river  to 
river,  as  follows.  The  starting  point  is  on  the  Monongahela  river, 
about  two  hundred  feet  above  the  city  Poor  Farm  station,  on  the 
Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville  Railroad.  The  line  from  this  point 
(north  10  deg.  29  min.  east,)  north  ten  degrees  twenty-nine  min- 
utes east,  crossing  in  its  course  the  following  roads  or  streets : 
1st,  the  Braddock’s  Field  road  and  the  Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville 
Railway  track ; 2d,  Park  avenue,  formerly  township  road  to  Swiss- 
vale  ; 3d,  Peebles  street ; 4th,  Edgerton  avenue  ; 5th,  Lyman  street ; 
6th,  Waverly  street  or  lane,  then  through  the  east  end  of  J.  B. 
McFadden,  Jr.’s  house  on  the  Greensburg  turnpike  and  Pennsyl- 
vania avenue;  7th,  Pennsylvania  avenue;  8th,  diagonally  across 
the  road  or  street  leading  to  Brushton  station  on  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad,  leaving  that  station  several  hundred  feet  out  of  the 
city ; 9th,  across  the  track  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  then 
through  the  lands  of  Messrs.  Rich  and  Kelly,  crossing  the  Franks- 
town  road  about  one  quarter  of  a mile  east  of  Homewood  avenue. 
The  next  and  last  road  it  crosses  is  the  Pucketty  road,  now  Lincoln 
avenue,  then  it  goes  through  Coleman’s  orchard,  then  over  Cole- 
man’s hill,  which  is  567  feet  above  the  river  at  the  Pittsburgh  water 
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works,  almost  the  same  height  as  Fort  Herron  Hill.  Then  the  line 
runs  down  Shades’  run  to  the  Allegheny  river. 

Your  committee  should  state  before  reporting  the  important 
thoroughfares  already  referred  to,  that  according  to  their  early  de- 
cision, they  have  not  recommended  any  street  of  a less  width  than 
fifty  feet,  except  in  one  instance,  that  being  Baker  street,  formerly 
being  called  the  Morning  Side  road,  and  running  from  Butler  street 
at  McMahon’s  oil  refinery  to  the  top  of  the  hill  at  Sawyer’s.  This 
was  fixed  at  forty  feet,  as  the  hill  side  on  which  it  is  to  be  made  is 
so  steep  that  we  considered  it  would  be  an  injury  rather  than  a 
benefit  to  make  it  wider.  The  following  are  the  important  streets 
with  names  that  have  been  laid  out  under  the  direction  of  your 
committee : 

Pucketty  road  now  Lincoln  avenue,  50  feet  wide  from  the 
Frankstown  road  to  the  city  line.  Land  mark  set. 

Shady  Lane,  60  feet  wide  from  the  Greensburg  pike  to  the  Four 
Mile  run  road.  Land  marks  set. 

Four  Mile  Run  road,  60  feet  wide,  from  Braddocks  street  on 
the  Mononganela  river  to  the  city  line  on  Nine  Mile  Run.  This 
has  not  been  adopted  by  the  Councils. 

Wilkins  avenue,  50  feet  wide,  from  Fifth  avenue  to  Shady  Lane. 
Land  marks  set. 

Roup  street,  50  feet  wTide  from  Fifth  avenue  to  Wilkins  avenue. 

Forbes  street,  60  feet  wide  from  Bouquet  street  to  Park  avenue, 
near  city  line.  Land  marks  set. 

Murdoch  street,  60  feet  wide,  from  Forbes  street  to  Wilkins 
avenue. 

Joncaire  street,  50  feet  wide,  from  Boundary  street  to  Forbes 
street.  Land  marks  set. 

Boundary  street,  — feet  wide,  from  Fifth  avenue  to  Four  Mile 
Run  road,  near  Monongahela  river. 

Edgerton  avenue,  50  feet  wide,  from  Forbes  street  to  Park 
avenue,  near  city  line. 

A 50  feet  street  from  the  school  house  on  Phillips  avenue,  22d 
ward,  to  the  line  of  Mr.  Stewart’s  land. 

A 50  feet  street  from  School  House  street  to  the  Four  Mile 
Run  road. 

A 50  feet  street  from  the  Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville  Railroad 
to  the  Four  Mile  Run  road  at  Hazlewood  station. 

A 50  feet  street  from  Hazelwood  street  to  intersect  same  street, 
making  a short  cut. 

Butler  street,  60  feet  wide,  from  the  Cemetery  to  Negley’s  run. 
Land  marks  set. 

Baker  street,  40  feet  wide,  from  Butler  street,  near  McMahon’s 
Oil  Works,  to  Mr.  Sawyer’s,  at  top  of  the  hill. 

Morningside  road,  50  feet  wide,  from  Baker  to  Rebecca  street. 
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Siebert  street,  50  feet  wide,  from  Rebecca  to  Matilda  street. 

Friendship  avenue,  60  feet  wide,  from  Liberty  street  to  Center 
avenue. 

Bellfield  avenue,  60  feet,  from  Boundary  street  to  Allequippa 
street,  50  feet  from  the  latter  to  Roup  street. 

Madison  avenue,  50  feet  Avide,  from  Miner  street  to  Jefferson. 

Webster  street,  50  feet  wide,  from  Miner  street  to  Jefferson 
street. 

Jefferson  street,  50  feet  wide,  from  Webster  to  Alpine  street. 

Alpine  street,  50  feet  wide,  from  Jefferson  street  to  Bellfield 
avenue. 

Iowa  street,  50  feet  wide,  from  Herron  avenue  to * street. 

Mason  street,  50  feet  wide,  from  Herron  avenue  to  Jefferson 
street. 

Four  unnamed  50  feet  streets,  parallel  with  Herron  avenue. 

Crescent  street,  from  Arch  to  Fisk  street,  50  feet  wide. 

Atwood  street,  from  Fifth  avenue  to  Bates  street,  50  feet  wide. 

Bates  street,  from  Boquet  to  Braddocks  street,  50  feet  wide. 

Hazlett  street,  from  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  Liberty  avenue, 
40  feet  wide,  grade  estimated. 

Forty-fifth  street,  opening  plan  prepared  for  viewers. 

A 50  feet  street  from  Brereton  avenue  to  Fisk  street. 

Braddock  street  has  been  surveyed  from  Brady  street  to  the 
city  line. 

Long  avenue,  50  feet  wide.  Walnut  street,  50  feet  wide. 

Minden  avenue,  60  feet  wide.  Harrison  street,  50  feet  wide. 

O’Hara  street,  50  feet  wide.  Amelia  street,  50  feet  wide. 

Pitcairn  street,  50  feet  wide.  Bayard  street,  50  feet  wide. 

King  street,  50  feet  wide.  Barton  street,  50  feet  wide.  Bid- 
well  street,  50  feet  wide. 

Besides  the  above  streets,  the  whole  territory  bounded  by  Penn, 
Liberty,  Center  avenue  and  Pearl  street,  containing  over  two  hun- 
dred acres,  has  been  all  laid  out  in  50  and  60  feet  streets  and  20 
feet  alleys,  all  of  which  have  been  designated  by  permanent  stone 
land  marks,  and  besides  levels  have  been  taken  over  the  whole  ter- 
ritory in  order  to  make  out  the  grade  plans. 

The  territory  lying  between  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Compa- 
ny’s stock  yards  and  the  city  line  on  the  one  side,  and  the  several 
streets  beyond  the  Franklin  road  on  the  other,  has  all  been  laid  off 
into  50  and  60  feet  streets  and  24  feet  alleys.  Some  land  marks 
have  been  set  and  levels  made  over  the  whole. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  a large  number  of  streets,  avenues 
and  alleys  have  been  laid  out  which  cannot  be  described  intelligent- 
ly without  an  accompanying  plan.  A number  of  opening  plans 
have  also  been  made  and  grades  established  on  a very  large  num- 
ber of  streets.  The  Survey  Corps  performed  about  one  week’s 
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work  for  the  Water  Committee,  making  survey  of  Schade’s  run  for 
the  proposed  new  basin. 

Your  Committee  have  overrun  their  moderate  appropriation  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  but  about  four  hundred  dollars,  and,  consider- 
ing the  work  done,  they  think  it  has  been  at  a low  cost. 

In  conclusion,  we  beg  leave  to  tender  our  hearty  acknowledg- 
ments to  Mr.  W.  II.  Kennedy,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Survey  Corps, 
and  express  our  appreciation  of  his  eminent  abilities  and  fitness  for 
the  position  he  holds.
